1 . The Following advisory action is in response to communications received 06/19/2006. 

2. Applicant's arguments with regards to Mitsuoka et al. (U.S. 6,466,914) have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive. In the remarks, applicant argues that Mitsouka et al. 
does not expressly disclose dividing a whole work into jobs units. 

In response to this argument, examiner respectfully disagrees. Mitsouka et al. discloses 
dividing work into job units to be executed by one or a plurality of persons, such as dividing a 
job into words. See column 8, lines 5-25 and 35-50, and column 12, lines 1-32. A good example 
is given where a job requires 15000 words to be completed. This satisfies the limitation 
"dividing work into job units to be executed by one or a plurality of persons".
